AOPE of ROME, it is not unknown, that for the {pace of three 
fears, wanting leſs than ſeven 
Bonds under thy Hands; where By the mighty power of God I was 
” borne, and carried through ignominious, and opprobrious ſcoffs 
hd rocks, threats of Death divers wayes, and of perpetual Slavery often- 
mes - Beſides other times moſt crye!ly,and inbumanely toztured, bruiſed, 
ceedingly wounded in my fleſply Body; for none other cauſe {the God 
FRighteoutneſs knoweth, and that of God in all mens Conſciences 
that City of Rome can bear me witneſs, which (aw my Converſation 
pm the firſt, to the laſt of my Inipriſonment) but honeſtly, ſimply, 
A purely, for Righteouſneſs ſake, viz. becauſe 1 Exhorted All men to 
epentance; and warned them in Seaſon, to take heed to their wayes, 
it a ſore Evil ſhould come upon them; I ſay, for tha love of my tender 
WY, cowards Thine, and their Souls and Bodies, was I ſo inhumanely 
guited, both by Thee and Them, which the Righteous LORD of 
eaven knoweth, and Thon in thy Conſcience knoweſt it; as many 
chers of the Heads, Rulers, Priefis, Doctors, Fryars, Feſuites, and People 
Rome do know the ſame thing; and after many Vrongs which I 
are, and bruiſes, and wounds that I ſuffered, ſhut up in @ Room, where 
here was ſcarce a Breathing place, chained in Irons, mocked of the 
Ped, becauſe my natural eyes could fee neither viſible Sun nor Moon; 
Where moreover, I was tempted with the World, and proffered all the 
- Pleaſures which ever my Heart could deſire, ſo that I would be, but as 
thy Frieſis were, which daily tempted me unto Idolatry. (I ſay) all which 
I ſuffered, untill at length my Innocent patient Soul had worn out, and 
overcome, all the Cruelty towards me, which was 1 upon me, by 
the Unreaſonable Hands of Sinners : and that the Lord arole to plead 
my Cauſe for me, and ſtirred up ſich, as I neither defired, nay, nor 
in the leaſt outwardly knew, to appear in my Behalf; and. made ſome 
of his Servants to offer up their lives for my Redemption, which were 
known to be freely ſacrificed in Rome; for.whoſe Love unto me, they 
were alſo Inpriſoned dy Thy power, untill the Lord's Arme delivered us 
cout of ſuch Urreaſonable Hands, who, below the Law of Heathens, ſtood 
not openly to ſhew us any cauſe of our Sufferings. 
; Yet, afterall this, (though I am a man wholly given unto my God, 
having given all things elſe unto Him who made them) if it were the 
will of my Father, commanding me unto Silence, and to fit down 
as him that is Dumb, and never to open my Mouth, nor lead on my Pen 
on Paper, to Remonſirate the things that are pat, concerning my 
Suffering dayes, verily, I ſhould Obey, and ſay, Good is the -Will of my 
God, who teacheth me Subjefiion. But being commanded unto this thing,

| not to take a Revenge of my Cauſe; having committed Vengeance unto 
him that repayeth in Righteouſneſs. (whom, I pray for mercy, to be 


manifeſted unto you All,, having a long time ſtopd in the Gap for Rome;
